1 VI  driving  west  on  a wide  front  between  Stalingrad's  west- 
ern railroad  and  the  Lower  Don  early  today  was  re- 
ported within  fifteen  miles  of  the  Lower  Donets  River,  creating 
a new  threat  of  outflanking  Rostov  from  the  north. 

The  midnight  communique  of  the  Soviet  Information  Bu-  . 
reau  announced  the_capture  of  Bogoyavlenskaya,  eight  miles 
northwest  of  Nikolaevskaya,  and  nineteen  miles  Went  of  Mar- 
insk  with  Soviet  troops  approaching  the  Lower  Donets  just 
north  of  its  junction  with  the  Don. 

A crossing  of  the  Donets  at  lhat  point  would  expose  Ros- 
tov. supply  bastion  for  hundreds  of  thousands  of  German  troops 
in  the  Caucasus,  to  a direct  attack, down  the  west  bank  of  the 
Don.  It  would  put  the  Red  Army  little  more  than  fifty  miles 
from  Rostov.  _ J 

The  hardest  fighting  was  going  on  in  the  Lower  Don  re- 
gion. where  the  Germans  hung  on  tenaciously  and  counter-at- 
tacked on  one  sector  with  more  than  100  tanks  and  a large  force 
of  infantry.  . * 

The  communique  announced  that 
these  were  beaten  snd  forced  to 
retreat  anew,  with  the  Ursa  or  "many 
tanks  and  men.  while  the  Russian* 
took  two  more  polnta. 

The  offensive  ayalnst  Rostov  and 
the  arterial  route  of  supply  for  hun- 
dreds of  thousand*  of  German 
troop*  appeared  to  be  prog  truing 
steadily  There  were  no  spectacular 
dashes  at  the  present,  stage,  but 
Instead  a methodical  occupation  of 
territory  snd  a relentless  grinding 
down  of  German  manpower  and  mi-  . 
terlel.

•fascinating  plant;  whose  kettle 
had  scarcely  time  to  cool;  who 
with  tea  amused  the  evenings, 
with  lea  solaced  the  midnights, 
and  with  tea  welcomed  the 
morning  "Boswell  says:  "I  sup- 
pose no  person  ever  enjoyed  with 
more  relish  the  Infusion  of  that 
fragrant  leaf  than  Johnson.  The 
quantities  which  he  drank  of  it 
at  all  hours  were  *o  great,  that 
his  nerves  must  have  been  un- 
commonly strong  not  to  hAve 
been  extremely  relaxed  by  surh 
an  intemperate  use  of  It.

FOLLOWING  is  a resume  of  Mr.  E.  W.  White's  talk  to  the 
Victoria  Horticultural  Society  in  December.  Fruit  crop 
prospects  appear  good  for  1943.  The  poor  crop  last  year 
was  chiefly  caused  by  drought  and  infestation  of  rosy  aphis, 
particularly  on  Gfavensteini.  Spraying  in  the  Spring  must  be 
• practiced  to  control  the  aphis.  He  mentioned  that  a good  fruit 
tree  is  worth  $1.00  for  each  year  of  its  age.  To  increase  the  srze 
and  quality  of  fruit,  pruning  to  \hin  out  branches  rather  than 
to  cut  them  back  should  be  the  rule.
